Washington, April 5.—“We Demo­ 
crats of the house are just like chil­ 
dren,” said one of them y esterday af­ 
ternoon, after adjournment of the first 
day ’s session of the special session of 
the Sixty-second congress. “The Dem­ 
ocratic landslide occurred last Novem­ 
ber, it has been known for months 
that Champ Clark would be speaker, 
the committees have been named, the 
rules promulgated and today ’s cut and 
dried program discounted long in ad­ 
vance, and y et when all the anticipat­ 
ed good things came true when the 
string was cut, the box opened and the 
candy lay in plain view, wre performed 
like Indians and scared up genuine en­ 
thusiasm.” 
And this same member, his voice 
hoarse from y elling and his fingers 
still gripping the American flag that 
he, in common with every one of his 
colleagues, had w’aved wildly wrhen the 
serene Champ was sworn, walked 
away, shaking his head over the puz­ 
zle. 
The scene and incidents in the 
house wrere reminiscent of a Demo­ 
cratic convention. 
The wide smiles and jovial shouts, 
the hand striking and back slapping, 
the crowded, chattering galleries, with 
the president’s wife and the notables 
dividing the incessant attack of eyes 
and glasses and the sudden and Irre­ 
sistible rush of ticketless and disap­ 
pointed visitors past the protesting 
guards and doorkeepers and in on the 
supposedly sacred floor—all this made 
a scene which is only surpassed in the 
tense hour immediately preceding the 
choice of a national standard bearer. 


An Interesting Incid ent. 
One 
interesting incident in the 
house before the body w’as called to 
order wrns the meeting of W. J. Bryan 
of Nebraska and Governor Harmon of 
Ohio. These two distinguished Demo­ 
crats have been here for several day s 
■topping at the same hotel and dis­ 
play ing no marked desire to get to­ 
gether, but y esterday they met in the 
center aisle on the Democratic side, 
put out their hands together, shook 
long and hard, and smilingly chatted 
amid the uproar. 
For uproar there was when the two 
men came together. Uncle Joe, grin­ 
ning from ear to ear, jumped from 
his seat and led the applause on the 
Republican side. The Democrats, sev­ 
eral of whom still retain the belief 
that the peerless leader is the greatest 
man who ever stepped into boot leath­ 
er, did not need any one to start them. 
After the enthusiasm had abated in 
some degree, Mr. Bry an and Governor 
Harmon took positions about six feet 
apart In the aisle, w'hile most of the 
Democrats on hand filed by and gave 
them greetings. 


Clark In Sp eaker’s Chair. 
Representative Burleson of Texas 
nominated for speaker Champ Clark, 
the mention of whose name w-as greet­ 
ed with a racket. Representative Cur­ 
rier of New Hampshire, the Republi­ 
can 
caucus 
chairman, 
nominated 
James R. Mann of Illinois. 
There 
w’ere no speeches. 
Then 
Messrs. 
Mann, Underw’ood of Alabama and 
Vreeland of New York, w’ere appoint­ 
ed a committee to w’ait upon Speaker 
Clark, tell him w'hat had happened 
and escort him to the chair. 
The Democrats rose as their chief 
entered the chamber, each''man fran­ 
tically waving a small American flag 
and cheering with an open throat. Mr. 
Mann waited until the triumphant 
host stopped y elling to get breath, and 
rapped busily for order. 
“The speakership is a great office,” 
he said, “and filled by a great man. 
Gentlemen, I present to yoji your 
speaker, the Hon. Champ Clark of 
Missouri.” 
Speaker Clark grabbed his gavel, 
rapped a couple of times, secured a 
reasonable reduction in the racket and 
started ahead with his speech outlin­ 
ing the policy and purposes of the 
Democrats. 
After he had concluded 
he asked that Representative Talbot 
of Maryland, who comes from the fa­ 
mous “eastern shore” district of Mary­ 
land and who is the oldest Democrat 
in point of service, be permitted to ad­ 
minister the oath to him. 
The various state delegations then 
advanced to the well in front of the 
speaker’s desk and took the oath col­ 
lectively . Next came the selection of 
officers. The names of all the old Re­ 
publican officers, all of whom have 
held their jobs for many y ears, were 
formally proposed by Caucus Chair­ 
man Currier, but all were defeated In 
the natural course of events except 
the blind chaplain.

We have heard a great deal about 
the cost of living of late y ears, say s 
Wallace’s Farmer. Not only we, but 
the civilized people of all countries, 
are uttering similar complaints. Pop­ 
ulation ka 3 simply been increasing 
more rapidly than 
farm 
products; 
too many people in the towm—to. few 
on. ¡the farms. When the cost of liv­ 
ing is spoken of, we naturally think 
of the cost of things we eat and 
w’ear. 
This affects the farmer and 
all other classes of people alike ex­ 
cept that the farmer raises his ow’n 
food to a great 
extent, and hence 
complains less on this account than 
people of any other class. 
The cost of food, however, does 
not cover nearly all the cost of liv­ 
ing to the farmer. 
The cost of his 
living involves the cost of his cloth­ 
ing the cost of his machinery and 
tools and he has a right to complain 
on this point. 
Why should not con­ 
gress do something to reduce the cost 
of living to the farmer as well as to 
the people in the cities? 
He is pay ing far too much for his 
clothing because of the iniquities of 
the w’ool schedule. 
He is wearing 
poorer clothes than he 
should be­ 
cause 
of the 
iniquities 
of 
both 
of the woolen and cotton 
schedules. 
He is pay ing more than he should for 
his fence wire because of the steel 
combination. 
He does not object to 
the enormous rusting capacity which 
wire has. 
j 
Why should not congress inaugu­ 
rate the policy of reducing the cost of 
living for the farmer as wrell as for 
the resident of the city ? If this cost 
is reduced wre will hear fewer com­ 
plaints from him on Canadian reci­ 
procity . He has kicked against that, 
not because lie 
does not 
wish the 
closest relations with 
Canada, but 
because there has 
been no corre­ 
sponding reduction in maufactured 
products; 
that’s what he is kicking 
about. 


If he w’ants to buy a suit of all- 
wool clothes, for example—and he is 
as much entitled to them as any other 
man—he must pay just 
twice the 
amount that he w’ould pay if he w?ere 
in England. 
If he would buy any 
kind of steel product he,is is not given 
the liberty of buying it at prices at 
w’hich the same 
product is sold in 
foreign countries and from the same 
factories. 
These are things the Democratic 
party should be thinking about, now 
that it is in a position of responsibili­ 
ty. 
There is no time to talk about 
free trade now. We need money for 
revenue; but the way to get the rev­ 
enue is to remove tariffs which enable 
the manufacturers to form trusts and 
sell their product cheaper in foreign 
countries than they do at home. Let 
the Democratic party help cheapen 
the cost of living in this fashion, and V 
they will have the 
thanks 
of the 
farmers without regard to party . 
Placing the Democrats in 
power 
does not end the struggle. It will be 
discovered in the next 
six months 
that there is a 
standpat 
faction 
among the Democrats that is just as 
averse to reducing the cost of living 
to the farmer as the most reaction­ 
ary of the Republicans. 
The goats 
have been separated from the sheep 
in the Republican party —and pretty 
thoroughly.

the 
six ty -first 
congress, on J an. 2 6 last, the tex t of 
the reciprocal trade agreement which 
had been negotiated under my direc­ 
tion by the secretary of state with 
the representativ es of the Dominion 
of Canada. 
This agreement was the 
consummation of earnest efforts ex ­ 
tending ov er a period of nearly a y ear 
on the part of both gov ernments to 
effect a trad© arrangement, which 
supplementing as it did the amiable 
settlement of v arious questions of a 
diplomatic and political character that 
had been reported would mutually pro­ 
mote commerce and would strengthen 
the friendly relations now ex isting. 


The Sentiment of the People 


The agreement in its intent and in 
its terms was purely economic and 
commercial. 
While the general sub­ 
ject was under consideration by the 
commissioners I felt assured that the 
sentiment of the people of the United 
States was such that they would wel­ 
come a measure which would result in 
increase of trade on both sides of the 
boundary line, would open up the re­ 
serv e productiv e resources of Canada 
to the great mass of our consumers on 
adv antageous conditions, and at the 
same time offer a border outlet for 
the ex cess product of our farms and 
many of our industries. 
Details re­ 
garding a negotiation of this kind nec­ 
essarily could not be made public 
while the conferences were pending. 
When, howev er, the full tex t of the 
agreement 
with 
the 
accompany ing 
correspondence and data ex plaining 
both its purpose and its scope be­ 
came known to the people through the 
message transmitted to congress, it 
was immediately apparent that the 
ripened fruits of the careful labors of 
the commissioners met with wide­ 
spread approv al. 
This approv al has 
been strengthened by further consid­ 
eration of the terms of the agreement 
In all their particulars. 
The v olume 
of support which has dev eloped shows 
that Its broadly national scope is fully 
appreciated and is responsiv e to the 
popular will. 


The Character of the Agreement 


The house of representativ es of the 
Six ty -first congress, after the full tex t 
of the agreement with all the details 
In regard to the different prov isions 
had been before it, as they were be­ 
fore the American people, passed a 
bill confirming the agreement as nego­ 
tiated and as transmitted to congress. 
The measure failed of action in the 
senate. 
In transmitting my message of the 
2 6 th of J anhary I fully set forth the 
character of the agreement and em­ 
phasized its appropriateness and ne­ 
cessity as a response to the mutual 
needs of the people of two countries, 
as well as its common adv antages. 
I 
now lay that message and the recip­ 
rocal trade agreement, as integrally 
part of the present message, before 
the Six ty -second congress and again 
Inv ite earnest attention to the consid­ 
erations therein ex pressed. 


President Urges Early Action 


I am constrained in defense to popu­ 
lar sentiment and with a realizing 
sense of my duty to the great masses 
of our people whose welfare is in­ 
v olv ed, to urge upon y our Considera­ 
tion early action on this agreement. 
In concluding the negotiations the rep­ 
resentativ es 
of 
the 
two 
countries 
bound themselv es to use their utmost 
efforts 
to 
bring 
about 
the 
tariff 
changes prov ided for in the agree­ 
ment by concni#? nt legislation 
at 
Washington and Ottawa. 
I hav e felt 
it my duty therefore not to acquiese 
in relegation of action until the open­ 
ing of the congress in December, but 
to use my constitutional prerogativ e 
and conv oke the six ty -second congress 
in ex tra session In order that there 
shall be no break in continuity in con­ 
sidering and acting upon the im­ 
portant subject.

Entered St. Peter’s With Murder 


In Heart. 


Ro me, April r>.—Armed with a revo l­ 
ver, a man iden tified as Pietro Desan - 
ti, en tered St. Peter’s, an d witho ut 
warn in g fired o n the can o n s who were 
en gaged in the recital o f the breviary 
“In Cho ir.” 
The sho t wen t wild an d 
the man was arrested. He fo ught sav­ 
agely an d slightly wo un ded a po lice­ 
man . 
It was learn ed later by the po lice 
that the man was a bricklayer. 
He 
stated that he was a n ative o f Istria. 
He added that he is n either a So cial­ 
ist n o r an an archist, but an an ti-cleri­ 
cal who hated all religio n s an d priests. 
Co n tin uin g his n arrative to the po ­ 
lice, he said he came to Ro me last 
August with the fixed in ten tio n o f kill­ 
in g the po pe. At first it was his in ten ­ 
tio n £ o get a: po sitio n as a garden er in 
the Vatican gro un ds an d wait a chan ce 
to sho o t his ho lin ess as he was takin g 
a walk in the garden s. After thin kin g 
it o ver he realized the impo ssibility 
o f this plan o r o f the altern ative o f 
reachin g the papal apartm en ts o win g 
to the strict surveillan ce main tain ed 
by the Vatican guards. 
In view o f all 
this he at last decided to kill a priest 
an d fo r that purpo se he purchased a 
revo lver an d 
wen t to 
St. Peter’s, 
where he waited un til the mass was 
en ded. Then he drew his weapo n an d 
aimed at the celebran t as the latter 
passed him o n his way to the sacristy. 
Much to his regret, he said, he missed 
the priest, but he wo uld try again if 
he ever go t the chan ce. 
Desan ti also to ld the po lice that his 
hatred o f religio n was due to the fact 
that an un cle an d aun t who had reared 
him had disin herited him an d had left 
their mo n ey to the church. 
When he 
fo un d that this plan was o n fo o t he 
killed his un cle an d aun t, fo r which 
he served twen ty years’ impriso n men t. 
Upo n regain in g his liberty he em igrat­ 
ed to the Un ited StaUs, where he
